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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the preformed filament must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures.

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
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and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Page 4, line 30: "12" is incorrect. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. It is unclear what Applicant is attempting to teach. Is "0.1" a diameter? None of the 
details of the formula have units of measure, and the only disclaimer is that all diameters are in 
millimeters. Thus, the ordinarily skilled artisan would not know, absent undue experimentation, 
what the units of measure for the 0. 1 are, and as a result, would not be able to use the formula. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-6, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by the PCT document (WO 99/31313). 
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The PCX docximent teaches a steel cord (Figure 5) comprising a core steel filament (12) 
having a diameter dc, six intermediate steel filaments (specification, 14) having a diameter di 
being smaller than or equal to the core filament, and ten or eleven preformed outer steel 
filaments (specification, 16) having a diameter do being smaller than or equal to the intermediate 
steel filament, the filaments having a diameter of 0.15 - 0.40 mm, having a tensile strength of at 
least 2600 MPa, (inherent of steel and taught structure) and a cord breaking load of at least 3250 
N (inherent of steel and taught structure), all twisted in the same direction.. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Cordonnier et al (6748989), Poethke et a! (6334293), Kuriya (5697204), Yanagisawa 
(5661965), and Vanneste et al (7089723) all teach what is well known in the art.
